The anseanaal valuation of Florida 
property is $424,000,000, which’ is 
about 20 per cent of its real value. 

Florida raises and ships one-tenth 
of the fresh fruits and vegetables 
consumed in’ the United States. 
These shipments. of fruits, ¥ege- 
tables and live stock were worth 
$160,000,000 in 1923. One carload of 
these products was shipped from 
Florida on the average of every six 
minutes from New Year’s morning 
to~the next New Year’s Eve. In 
the same year more than 20,000,000 
boxes of oranges and grape fruit 
were raised and shipped. 

From‘Florida mines are taken an- 
nually. four-fifths of the phosphate 
rock mined in the United States. 

Florida. produces more th one- 
half-of the naval stores used in the 
world, and the prices the world must 
pay for rosin and turpentine are 
regulated by the amount of Miorida’s 
output. 

Florida’s deposits of  fuller’s 
earth are the most extensive in 
the world, and in quality they are 
/unsurpassed. 

These statements might be nr-ulti- 
plied indefinitely, but figures. and 
percentages are wearying and with- 
out particular significance except to 
the experts. 

State’s Unusual Beauty 

Florida has a wealth of scenic 
beauty. It is not the beauty of 
mountain grandeur for Florida has 
no high elevations. It is rather the 
attractiveness of palms reflected in 
still waters. or the drapery of gray 
Spanish méss. over mighty oaks, or 
the majestic pounding of ocean on 
wide beaches, the quiet shady re- 
treats beside Florida’s 5000 lakes. 

The Indian River,. paralleling the 
ocean the length of the east coast, is 

strikingly beautiful and one may 
motor close to it for miles watching 
the flight or the posing of the clumsy 
crane or following the flight of the 
eagle in the clear.sky above, with 
an occasional glimpse of the scarlet 
flamingo. The St. John’s River banks 
reveal masses of moss-hung foliage. 

If the visitor seeks a journey 4bso- 
lutely unique he will take the all-rail 
trip over the Florida East Coast 
Railway the length of the State to 
Key West, the “Island City,” the most 
southerly. place in the United States. 
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He will ride 500 miles and more in 
his Pullman. He will follow close be- 
side the Indian River for many miles. 
He will. cross bridges of solid con- 
crete from one mile to seven miles 
long passing from island to island, 
(the Florida keys), 
sight of land on either side with the 
warm breezes from the pot distant 
ocean or the Gulf wafted through 
the windows and with the waves 
from both sides breaking against the 
bridge supports; he will watch the 
wild jungle. of the keys from the 
window. It would be an experience 
of travel. which the world cannot 
duplicate... From. Key West he may 
cross to Havana on enormous ferry 
boats which have the capacity of 
carrying solid trains of laden cars. 

There are 10,000 miles of good 
roads in the State, some of them 
as fine as the best any where, and this 
mileage is being increased rapidly, 
especially in the southern part. And 
for. the. motorist there are many 
charming trips on the smooth sur- 
faces of Florida beaches .where have 
been made some of the world’s auto- 
mobile speed records. 

The construction of state. roads is 
under the direction of a commission 
which. is ‘carrying out an ambitious 
system of roads covering the entire 
Commonwealth.

visitors from all points of the State 
and southern Georgia to the depart- 
ment stores and jobbing houses of 
the city. 

Thirty years ago Jacksonville en- 
tered into the experiment of munic- 
ipal control of public utilities. With 


the proceeds of a $75,000 bond issue 
the city erected an electric plant’and 
began the sale of electricity for light- 
ing at the low rate af 7% cents per 
kilowatt hour. 


With the net earnings of this small’ 


plant it has been enlarged to many 
times its original capacity and now 
furnishes electric power at a much 
lower rate and also sells electricity 
to a number of neighboring cities and 
communities. It also erected a water 
system for domestic, street and fire 
purposes using as a base of supply 
artesian wells, and the system has 
returned its cost many times over 
and has earned a fund maintaining 
and extending the plant and also a

surplus for other ciyic expenses. The 
charge for service is extremely low. 


Aside from these commercial ad- 
wantages, Jacksonville is essentially 
a city of homes. Its schoo! system is 
of the highest standard. Its 26 mod- 
ern gchool — buildings, handsome 
structures of: brick and stone, were 
erected from the proceeds of succes- 
sive bond issues and have a value in 
excess of $3,000,000. The annual 
budget for teachers, superintendence 
and maintenance is about $1,000,000. 

The system of education which is 
known and approved by leading edu- 
cators of ‘the country is the 6-3-3 
plan. The lower six grades are con- 
ducted in the elementary schools, the 
seventh and the eighth grades in the 
junior high schools, and the course 
is-finished in the high school. A cer- 
tificate of graduation from this ad- 
mits the holder to many of the col- 
leges of the land without further 
examination:

The further expansion of the edu- 
eational system includes the erec- 
tion of another high school for white 
pupils,-so that in these grades the 
sexes will be separated.

Destiny,” Napoleon, was fingering the 
pawns of empire at the beginning of 
tthe new century. The little nation, 
newly termed “The United States,”—. 
a very bumptious youngster in those 
days—had broken away from Eng- 
land and had been represented in 
Paris! by a. homespun philosopher, 
one Franklin, who had had immense 
success in winning sympathy. Florida 
and this new Republic of the west 
were both pawns to Napoleon. 

' In the meantime Florida had 
changed ownership. Spain had at- 
tacked the British fort at Pensacola, 
while thé British were . fighting 
“rebels” in the Revolutionary War. 
A shell had ‘fallen into the British 
powder magazine, exploded, made a 
breach, and given Spain the key to 
the city in its surprise attack. Later 
England ceded the territory of Flor- 
ida back once more to Spain. The 
value of the colony had been re- 
moved largely, so far as England 
was concerned, by the rebellion of 
its other colonies. 

Spain made something of a failure 
of its second colonizing experiment. 
The western part of the land was 

ed to France. No-one knew just 
where the boundaries ofthe divided 
colony were laid. At length came 
Napoleon and his war with the world. 
‘To him Florida seemed unguarded, 
unproductive, far away. He,was in- 
terested in Old World gains, not New 


World adventures. England, more-| 


over, made threatening gestures at 
the colony. The United States wanted

Napoleon Sells West Florida 

In 1803, under-the Louisiana pur- 
chase, “West Florida” ‘was sold by 
Napoleon to the United States. The 
new owner claimed that the sale 
included territory to the Perdido 
River, still held by Spain. It did 
not press its claim then for fear 
of war, but soon after, when the 
Spanish monarchy was overthrown 
and the king was in jail, a partial 
“foreclosure” was effected and 
Florida saw the invasion of Ameri- 
can forces, 

Though theoretically Spain still 
owned eastern Florida, American and 
British forces harassed the territory 
in 1812 and thereafter, and the im- 
petuous Andrew Jackson marched 
into the region and forced British 
soldiers to withdraw; a maneuver 
that preceded the victory at New 
Orleans by the same headstrong and 
doughty commander. On Feb. . 22, 
1819, in exchange for Government 
assumption of $5,000,000 in claims of 
American citizens against Spain, the 
entire land was ceded to the United 
States. This treaty was ratified in 
1821. One year later the area’ be- 
came a territory in the United States. 

The last two = struggles which 
Florida’s eventful history records 
were both picturesque in their set- 
ting. A contest with the Seminole 
Indians ‘resulted in their defeat, 
after a strong resistance. As a re- 
sult, most of them were removed to 
Indian reservations. Later came the 
Civil War, and the struggle for the 
coast towns, but the battles of the 


elsewhere. . 

Reconstruction troubles set the 
State back for a score of years. The 
late eighties were marked by the im- 
provement of economic conditions. 
Modern development has come, and 
the pushing of the web of roads and 
railroads back and forth over the 
surface of the land, which, in its 
time, hes seen the roaming Indian, 
the Spanish conquerors, the French, 
the British and the Colonial Ameri- 
cans.

The Copper Pot 


= Madrii, Oct. 24 * 

‘Even in Spain the gold of the October sun is worth 
keeping. At 4 o'clock it puts its mild transfiguring light 
on the bookshelf side of the wall. Wm an hour the light © 
has stepped’ to the end of the shelf, and then falls below 
the window sill. We look out of the window as at a’- 
departing friend and see the black blades of the moun- 
tains raised against a deep sunset, and thé aye = 
plains softening in the dark. We look into th 
again. Glowing and alone, floating in the still * ny of 
the table, is my copper pot. 

I have bought a copper pot.- I bought it to gather 
the October sunlight with, to catch wandering lights and 
to tempt forgotten colors out of. their hiding places. 
The sun enriches it. This week vermilion and last week 
purple—I did not know before this autumn wildness 
was in the room. The quiet shape of the pot .conceals 
the Knocks of a hundréd years. Its brass top haf distinc- 
tion:. There is dlmost a class difference between the 
broad, swelling, coppery body, and the .neat, deprecatory 
brass, The bold, iron handle tells bluntly of common 
kitchen jars, of hot days on the fire, ind cold days on 
the hook, and of indifferent days on floors and tables. ~- 

It is easy enough to see what happened... Don -Fran- 
cisco had\the pot from his father, who had it from \ his 
wife, ‘who \gét ‘it from her mother, and how are we to’ 
know how she got it? Then Don Frantisco took it to 
Madrid -with him in his cart—a big cart,.with yellow 
flowefs painted on the wheels, and with a red-and-blue 
hood-}ike a bonnet.
